Wo have no friends to mourn for 
us, and let thia bo a leason to all not to 
fool with other men's wives. Good-bye 
to what friends 1 have. Put ua in the 
ground aa soon as you can." 
Mrs. Phillips haa borne a good reputa- 


tion, but it ia said aho had been drink- 
ing in tho hack room of u saloon will 
llowun before going homo. She had tw( 
children, Lut thoao Phillips gave away 
ten clays ago, and on that occasion hia 
wifo tried to commit suicide with mor- 
phine. The couple wore poverty-stricken 
and the miserable Httlo house in whicl 
tho tragedy occurred presented a pitiabh 
appeaninco when tlio neighbors broke in 
liowon, who (led when the shooting oc 
tiirred, went to a logging ciimp near 
town, but waa brought in by tho slienf!

iirayod in a difficulty and the shot hud 
iou fired by tho latter, but that nobody 


waa hurt.

ifhilo ho was passing down J street Mr. 
)'Keith naked him to go into tho Oriun- 
al saloon and take a drink. He excused 
liiuself, but Mr. O'Koith insisted, ami 
ipon a second 
refusal, 
struck Mr. 


Ittlnrar/., and pulled a pistol in n thrait- 
juing manner. Thereupon Mr.tkhwarjs 
Irow hia piatol, a 32, and tired. Ho 
auid ho did noK intend to shoot the awn, 
who wan considerably under tho influ- 


ice of liiiuor. 
Mr. SchwarK passed on, and Mr. 


O'Keith was taken into tho Oriental sa- 
loon by his friends. H waa found thut 
hu had been shot in the breast, thu thick 
clothing ho wore having probably mwcd 
hiH life. Thu iMillul piiasuil through hid 
coat, cravat and shirt, and struck a rib, 
fracturintr it. Thn bullet was oxtrncteil 
by,Tnmca Graham. It was not at llrat 
"duiiposod that any serious rtHiiHs would 
follow. Dr. Davidson examined tbo in- 
jured man, and pronounced the wound 
not without danger, although thoro was 
not much probability that it would prove 
fatal. 
At midnight tho injured man was 


asleep, and seemed to bo doing well. 


Colonel Harry Jnnea Thornton, ono of 


nature'a'noblemen, died at the Grand 
Central hotel last night. 


In tho state at large Colonel Thornton 


waa best known aa ono of the ablest and 
most trusted lawyers of his day, whom 
ill health of ten years' duration alone 
retired from active practice. But Thorn- 
ton. could not be really obseura any- 
where. He was a man among" men—so 
accepted everywhere and in any capac- 
Hy. 


The sickness which closed n remarka- 


ble life began with a complication of 
kidney and liver troubles years ago. 
Severely wounded in the civil war, in 
which he fought on the losing aide, 
Colonel Thornton revisited this coast in 
th« reconstruction era, anything but a 
well mini. In the state of Nevada ho 
etood high among the legal fraternity in 
the treat boom which nonius up with 
the discovery of tho Cotnatuck lode. 
Hut gradually his health grew worse ami 
Colonel Thornton took a trip to Kurope 
to rei'ruit. Ho ciuno back an invalid, 
and haa IJIHJII an invalid ever since. 


Three daya ago he began to show 


symptoms of pneumonia and IUK relit- 
tivea wero summoned. Colonel Thorn- 
ton was (ii! yeara old, and at that ago 
there is little recuperative power in tht; 
Byatem with which to fight so formida- 
ble a liiBCiiBO. On Saturday night tho 
symptoms became serious, and Dr. Par- 
eon waa suinmoni'd from Man Krancisco 
to consult with Dr. W. T. Maupin, who 
was in charge of tho case.

Shortly after resuming hia law busi- 


ness in California, Colonel Thornton 
found an attraction in ilie growing pros- 
pects of the atato of Nevada. Tho Com- 
stock fever had act in, and dollars were 
aa plentiful as dimea are nowadays. 
Thornton becanio associated in practice 
with Judge Garher, but the partnership 
waa broken for a limo by Garber's elec- 
tion to a justiceship in tlie supreme 
court of Nevada, a position h<; held for 
;wo years. At the expiration of that 
time Judge Gr.rber resigned, and the 
partners hip was renewed. Subsequently 
they removed to Sun Francisco, and 
liibiiop \vuu taken in. About thia time 
Tbornton'a health began to fail, and he 
went on a prolonged trip to Europe. 
There seemed no prospect of his recov- 
ering bia strength, and Judge lioalt took 
his place in the copartnership. 


Colonel Thornton was heat known here 


aa an owner of thoroughbred horses and 
trotters, and these had been lately sta- 
bled at a ranch near Ilerudon. It was 
part of tbeCobnsl'rt plan to fit out a 
magnificent place in this county, and 
one of tho last acts of hia lifo, when ho 
recovered consciousness, was to dictate a 
letter countermanding an order for trees 
for the farm, and also a farewell letter to 
his nephew, Attorney Creswell, express- 
ing a hope that they would meet in tho 
happier land. 
lie was at tho timo of hia death presi- 


dent of tho Fresno Canal and Irrigation 
Company, and for several ycara he was 
attorney for the Scotch syndicate inter- 
ested in this and other property. 


As an instance of Colonel Thornton's 
"git" and "grit," may bo mentioned an 
incident of hia pioneer trip. He crossed 
the plains in 1853 during the great chol- 
era epidemic. Before lie got to Salt 
Lake hia horse waa stolen and he "foot- 
ed" it into Salt Lake, stayed there 
awhile, and with his piatol as his only 
baggage started afoot with the train of 
wagons to San Francisco. 


Colonel Thornton's remains were sent 


to San Franciaco on the 2.45 train thia 
morning. With them went Mrs. Sallie
